(7) Vulnerabilities - Despite its persuasive ideology, i*t 1 
highly disciplined ^personnel and its carefully developed orgar Lza* 
tion. International Ccemunism is almost continuously beret by 
differences of interpretation on matters of doctrine, bjf riva3 <*ie§ 
among key personnel and by embarrassing discrepancies between 
theory and practice . Furthermore , the international "pi.rty ldne" 
often runs counter to the line which, for local reasons, various 
national parties are sometimes forced to pursue. For the wei$ 
reason that Comnuniet doctrine and discipline are so rigid, those 
contradictions are particularly troublesome and embarrassing,; and 
thU3 offer a potentially fsrtile field for exploitation by the 
democratic nations through diplomacy, propaganda and psychola; leal 
warfare. Such exploitation, however, calls for intelligence 
support considerably beyond the present capabilities of any Uu So 
agency. 
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B - Rational Aspects of Communis m 

The present program of the United States intelligence agencies re- 
lating td the regional and national Communist parties must bfe ideal ififu 
and systematized* The researoh done on a country basis must^ be syr dh.rtt- < 
ized with the intelligence program dealing with the international j 
aspects of Communism* The same general features of the world CcmmLiisi. 
movement deserve consideration cn the national level, I.e., fcloctrifcj, 
organization, strategy, operational methods, personalities, and cagabuliu. 
ies* In every oountry or region of significance to the United Staft ea 
policy, vdiere a Communist movement exists, careful attention. to these 
factors are a requirement of adequate intelligence coverage,* with s oeeift,.

(1) Doctrine - The speoifio applioation of Communist doctrine 
to the national scene must be studied and evaluated in the light 
of possible deviations from established patterns. The iatimkl 
Coomiunist movements afford many instances in which differences of 
a theoretical nature have resulted in schism and a subsequent ie» 
dine in influence and organization, i.e., the requirements of 
Soviet policy towards the major powers has provided the! grounds 
for doctrinal dispute in the colonial areas over the principle of 
colonial independence . 

(2) Organization - A continuing survey of the organ izatib i of 
each party should "be "undertaken to provide detailed and currepl; 
knowledge of (a) national bodies such as national congresses- .he 
oentral executive committee, the Politburo, the political seer tar 1st 
the control and auditing commissions, personnel assigned to fii -eot 
and oontrol front organizations and special systems including arts?

one place within the Government, nor have any of the intelligence . 
search agencies been able to render extensive service to other agent ies. 
since the facilities of each are taxed to the limit in meeting fee re- 
quirements of their om departments. The result has bean extensive 

in auperficial coverage, but nowhere has the coverage been 
!! U ™* en J ly f^Prehonsive to meet fee needs of national, as opposed to 
departmental intelligence requirements. 

The Committee has attempted a general review of the scops and 
quality of studies on Communism which have been prepared bv fee various 
agencies since the war. while the number of suoh studies has been sub- 
stantial, the great majority have been conoemed with current and local 
questions. Many have been in response to speoific requests, and raosb of 
fee remainder have been focused on a specific develoment or a particular 
Ca ™^ n ^ 0t capability in a certain country or area. Very few hive b*ui 
sufficiently comprehensive or definitive to meet the needs of i&ti<»*l 

illu 8 llig 62 lo@ A 
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After a general review of the production of the various a gened as 
covering Comnunism in all areas, the Committee proceeded to select one 
area for a more detailed study. The Near East was agreed upbn as e 
suitable sample for this purpose, and Near Eastern specialists froir 
the various agencies were invited to participate. Pk>am the discua* Lon* 
which followed, it appeared that the Near Eastern experts from the re- 
search agencies, especially (HR and ORE, were of the opinion 5 that the 
material which they -were presently receiving was not adequate in quality 
to support any comprehensive estimate of Comnrttnist capabilities in that, 
area. This phase of the discussion pointed to the conclusion that, 
certainty with regard to . the, Near East, and probably in other area* as 
well, present jfield co llection ^ a not adequate for the needs of U» 3® 
security. Thene'cedsary* improvement can not be achieved, however,. untiJ 
the research agencies are in a better position to burnish the nolle ctic-n 
agencies with more detailed guidance as to their requirements and sore 
authoritative evaluations of raw reports. 


A further problem results from the present confusion in the proceed* 
ing and filing of incoming material* In some agencies reports on local 
Communist activities are processed and filed by the appropriate rep ion*) 
branches, while reports on international aspects of Conrsunistt are handled 
by the branch covering the USSR. In others, international Cfcmtnunlim ot£ 
those Communist activities which present security problems are handled 
by functional brandies or groups. This results in extensive duplicatier 
in some cases, and in inadequate coverage in others. A researcher seek in’ 
all of the material on a certain Communist problem might have to eimlar* 
the files of a dozen different branches throughout the varlou* agecoie*. 
Furthermore, he could not rely on the researoh agencies alone, sin*e etc - 
Biderable valuable material apparently IS held by the security agon r*,iee < 

In view of the foregoing considerations, the Committee has agreed to 
the conclusions and recommendations set forth in parts II and III bf this 
interim report.
